Likewife came out with us the Mermaid 
Snow, Capt James, from Leocoto with Corn for Lisbon 5 
but at 12 o’Clock at Night, being then in the Middle 
of the Gut, the Wind took us Weflerly, and all the 
Ships before Daylight were drove to the Haftward of 
Gibraltar, and we likewife ; and were z Days before 
we could get into Gibraltar again. ‘The 6th inftant in 
the Morning the Wind came to the Eaftward , 1 was 
refolved not to wait for the Men of War, fo got under 
Sail dire€tly, as did the Mermaid Snow, and likewife 
the London Poft, Capt. Ruffel, which came from Ga- 
lipoly bound for London ; and about an Hour after 
we got under Sail, and in the Gutt, the Commadore 
fired a Gun, which I took to be a Signal for the Ships 
to unmoor, but we kept on, and all three got out of 
the Gut that Night; and the 8th inflant at 6 in the 
Morning we faw 13 Sail of Vefiels, 10 of which we 
took for Men of War, being N.N.E. of us, going 
afore the Wind S. W. by W. we at the fame Time

¢ much concern'd to fee it in Flames, and gave Orders 
¢ to abate the Fire upon the Town, that the Garifon 
« might have Time to fave it, but it was to no Purpofe ; 
¢ however the Town has fuffer'd no other Damage. 
« The Garifon beat a Parley on the 4th, and march’d | 
¢ out next Day, confitting of 4 Batallions, 3 Compa- 
@ nies of Grenadiers, and a free Company of 300 Men. 
¢ We found in the Place 6:1 Cannon, 8 Mortars, and 
‘ @ great Quantity of Ammunition ; and the Garifon 
: had prepared feveral Mines full of Bombs and Gre- 
‘ nadoes, by which we mutt have fultain'd great Lofs 
« in cafe of a general Storm. All our Lofs in the Siege 
‘ is 4 Gunners anda Bombardier, and that of the Ene- 
‘ my does not exceed 35 Men. ‘The Place was 
‘ ftronger than we expected. The General Picolo- 
¢ mini the Governor has had the Honour to dine with 
* the King, who treated him*with great Efleem.’
